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Career of a Queer liascaK

"GotTtlcman Jo" who has been trying 
to get 81,000 from Rev. Dr. Morgan 
Uix, the stately rector of 
Trinity 


Church at Kew York, by addressing 
postal cards and letters to tradesmen 
and all sorts of people telling them to 
call on the reverend doctor, seems des- 
tined to become a notable ligure iu the 
criminal annals of the time. His pres- 
ent public appearance dates from about 
the middle of February and provoked 
such an annoying lot of callers that 
Rev. Dr. Dix asked Postmaster James 
to help ferret out the 
anonymous 


scamp. Superintendent James Gayler, 
of the Postmaster's 
staff, formerly a 


special agent of the Post-oilico Depart- 
ment, was given the case, and first ob- 
tained legal advice that Williamson's 
attempt to extort money was punishable 
with a year's imprisonment and §250 
line. To catch the man liable to this 
penalty was a more 
difficult affair. 


"Gentleman Jo's" apparent knowl- 
edge of Trinity Church affairs led Sam- 
uel T. Peters, who is in business in the 
Trinity building, to suggest William- 
son's name to the police, as he taught a 
class in the Trinity Sunday-school in 
1809, and appealed to Mr. Peters when 
lie got caught in a similar trick in Lon- 
don several years ago. 
Superintendent 


Gayler came to the same -conclusion by 
finding Williamson's name on the file 
kept at the New York Post-office of 
those wishing letters addressed to them 
forwarded to certain points, William- 
son's writing corresponding with the 
addresses oil the postal cards which 
were annoying Dr. Dix. 
Williamson's 


letters were to. be forwarded to Windsoi 
Hotel, where he was registered as from 
Pittsburgh, Pa. He had gone to Balti- 
more, however, but his trunk furnishet 
the clew to his whereabouts. Proceed- 
ing to Baltimore, Gayler and two de- 
tectives finally traced it to tire house of 
relatives where Williamson was stop- 
ping. 
One of the detectives stole into 


the house on the pretext that hu was 
an express agent looking after a trunk 
wrongly delivered, and, after seeing 
trunk and man, became convinced thai 
their game was treed. 
The arrest was 


quietly made, and the culprit confessed 
on the spot that he was "Gentleman 
Jo." 
He said it was all a practical 


joke, and he has humblj- begged 
the pardon of Dr. Dix, who is disposed, 
however, to let the law take its course. 


Williamson, who is a sickly-looking, 


bald-headed man of about forty years, 
with the manners and language, of one 
who has traveled and mixecf in o-Ood 
society, has had quite a career. 
Born 


and brought np at Baltimore, the testi- 
mony o» his moUier, who now lives at 
Pittsburgh with a married daughter, 
shows that he was always flighty, anil 
has been more so since ho recovered 
from a serious attack of typhoid fever 
in 1875. 
A mania for playing tricks 


has been his special characteristic. 
Williamson 
was, 
however, linguist 


enough to be selected as Mason "and 
Slidell's attache when they went to Eu- 
rope in the rebel interest "at the begin- 
ning of the wnr, which gave him'en- 
trance to high circles 
abroad. As 


colonel in the confederate service, ho 
afterward tried to organize a cavalry 
regiment at Baltimore," but his attempt 
to betray his associates compelled him 
to clear out to save his neck. 
William- 


son has made six trips to Europe, since 
his Mason and Slidell experience, sev- 
eral times as traveling companion, for 
which position his knowledge of places 
of historical interest and natural beautv 
well adapted him. Twice at least, how- 
ever, lie has got into trouble, abroad. 
Once he leftGenevaowingS5,000, which 
he bad spent on magnificently furnished 
apartments, where he had all sorts 
of 
musical 
mechanism 
hidden 


away in pieces of furniture. 
The 


sofa 
the 
visitors 
occupied 
would 


give 
out 
lugubrious German airs; 


the foot-stools, when 
pressed, live- 


ly French melodies; the chairs some 
Tyrolean air and, when wine was poured 
into his glass decanters, the strains of 
"The Beautiful Blue Danube" gurgled 
out. He figured in the same gorgeous- 
ness at London near the close of tho 
war, representing himself as a member 
of Virginia's blue-blooded Fairfax fam- 
ily. 
Good English society recognized 


him, and he is said to have been en- 
gaged to the daughter of a respectable 
family. Bnt the clashing young rebel 
ran,his race after several months, wind- 
ing up with a year's confinement atCar- 
lyle's model prison at Pentonville for 
trying the trick ho has played on Dr. 
Dix on a Jew named Loweutlial. 


The experience of this strange trick- 


ster has been as various on this side of 
the ocean, ranging from a cowhiding at 
St. Louis for his attempt to make a 
victim of one of its wealthy beauties, 
to the reputation of being considerable 
of a poet, which he enjoys at Pitts- 
burgh, his later home. Membership in 
a prominent Episcopal Church there 
has sent him as a delegate to church 
assemblies at Philadelphia and else- 
where, and at home his general knowl- 
edge of the world, his lavish generos- 
ity in making gifts, and his poetic en- 
deavors have given him good social 
standing. Five books have been pub- 
lished at Pittsburgh from 
his pen, 


ranging from drama in blank verse to 
dramas for his childish admirers. Will- 
iamson's family friends and Dr. Dix 
charitably agree in thinking him de- 
mented, and it is the easy explanation 
of a career to which his attack ou Dr. 
Dix will probably add the closing chap- 
ter—at least for tho time being.— 
Springfield (Miss.) Hcpublican.

the wise, pithy, common sense counsel 
of the good man to yourselves: 


"You boys, who are not obliged to 


work, and who have half or more than 
half of all your working time in which 
to amuse yourselves—are not, after all, 
in a very favorable position. 
You are 


sometimes talked to about your advan- 
tages: but the fact is that, yon arc labor- 
ing tinder great disadvantages. 


"It- is an immense disadvantage to 


you that you are not learning, in these 
years when the 
habits of life are 


formed, the habit of steady, patient, 
plodding work. 
" It is a disadvantage to you that yon 


have so much time for play; many of 
you get tho idea that the staple of life 
is play; your heads are so full of it that 
you cannot do justice to your studies; 
any task becomes irksome to you; and 
youJose power of application and tho 
habit of persistence. 
The abundance 


of amusements within, reach of a city 
boy whose parents are iu fair circum- 
stances is a great obstacle in his way. 
Such amusements, indulged in to tho 
extent that they are by the majority of 
boys of this class, debilitate the mind, 
instead of refreshing it, and unfit tho 
boy for the serious business of life. 
" The free access to the cit}' libraries 


and the circulating libraries is, I fear, 
a great disadvantage to many of you. 
It need not be, if you make the right 
use of them; but if you read almost 
wholly for amusement, as many of you 
do—if you read only novels and sensa- 
tional tales of travel— then your read- 
ing has exactly the same effect upon 
your mind that your other amusements 
have; the result of it is that you lose 
your mental grip, and find yourselves 
unable to do any patient, 
vigorous 
mental work." 


_ Mothers, with what I cannot but con- 
sider mistaken kindness, often allow 
daughters no share in the labors or the 
responsibilities of the household. They 
say, "O, let them enjoy themselves. 
Their time for care will come soon 
enough." They do not think how hard 
it will be to undertake life's duties 
without that novitiate in training, which 
can so easily be entered upon by home 
fireside. 


Resolve, girls, for yourselves, that 


you will not bo shirks. Be helpers and 
not hinderers, workers and not drones 
in the busy home hive. Learn to do 
good sewing by hand—to knit, to patch, 
to darn. No matter if you have the 
sewing-machine. It always needs tho 
supplementary finish of the deft hand. 
In some of the trial times, which will 
come by and by, you will rind -sewing— 
u little of it, at least, a comfort anil a 
sedative. 


Learn to boil a potato, to broil a 


steak, to make a pudding, and to bake 
a good loaf of bread. 
Acquire ease and 


dexterity in bed making. Learn, how 
to sweep and dust thoroughly. Loam 
everything about the practical mana«-e- 
ment of a home.

moving into a dwelling, from which the 
former tenant had removed, thought 
she would explore the cellar. It was 
mounded and heaped with the unsifted 
ashes of years. No good housekeeper 
would have suffered such waste of coal, 
lor such an accumulation in her cellar.

The Ashmolean Museum at Oxford 


contains one of the oldest monuments 
of civilization in the world, if, indeed, 
it is not tho very oldest. This is the 
lintel-stone of a tomb which formed the 
last resting-place of an officer who lived 
in the time of Kino; Sent, of the second 
dynasty, whose date is placed by M. 
Mariette more than 0,000 years ago. 
The stone is covered with that delicate 
and finished sculpture which distin- 
guished the earliest period of Egyptian 
history, and was immeasurably superior 
to the stiff and conventional art of tho 
later ages of .Egypt which we arc ac- 
customed to see in our European muse- 
ums. But it is also covered with some- 
thing more precious slillthansculpture, 
with hieroglyphics which show" that 
oven at that remote epoch Egyptian 
writing was a complete and linishcd 
art, with long ages of previous devel- 
opment lying behind it. Tho hiero- 
glyphic characters were already used not 
only piotoriiilly and ideographic-ally, 
but also to express syllables and alpha- 
betic letters, the name of the King, for 
instance, being spelled alphabetically. 
In the hands of the Egyptian scribe's, 
however, Egyptian writing never made 
any further progress. With the full of 
what is called the Old Empire (about 
B. C. 8,500) the freshness and expan- 
sive force of the people passed away. 
Egyptian life and thought became fos- 
silized, and through the long scries of 
centuries that followed Egypt resem- 
bled one of its own. mummies, faithfully 
preserving the form and features of a 
past age and of a life which had ceased 
to beat in its veins. Until the introduc- 
tion of Christianity the only change 
undero'oue by Egyptian writing was tho 
invention of a running-hand, which in 
its earlier and simpler form is called 
hieratic, and in its later form demotic.

I have a very Hat shingle riiof, 1 pni.nl 
it when new; all others I whitewash lie- 
fore the scall'old is removed. This is 
many times cheaper than paint on now 
shingles. 
Experience and observation 


ought to teach old men what material 
to use in building; young men are very 
apt to follow some 'untested hobby. 


As newspapers have been and prob- 


ably will continue to be tilled with dis- 
cussions in regard to paper pulp, and 
the effort being made to have the larilJ 
duty thereon removed, it may be inter- 
esting to know what the article is and 
how it is made.

The water is drained off by means of a 
line sieve, leaving the pulp, which con- 
sists of line fnzz or splinters of wood. 
It is white, and requires no bleaching or 
chemicals, but is ready to be mixed 
with rag pulp or anything else thathas a 
strong hber and receive the proper con- 
stituents to make it into a paste, after 
which it is run oil' into paper sheets;
